IT’S ‘DRINK MORE COFFEE’ 


AO PAULO, Brazil, Feb. 
25 (AP)—There is a lot of 
coffee in Brazil, and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower suggested 
today that Brazilians them- 
selves can drink more of it. 


“We of the United States 
are the most insatiable cof- 
fee drinkers in the world— 
indeed, we buy nearly 60 per 
eent of your coffee exports,” 
Mr. Eisenhower said in a 
statement at the airport here. 
“I doubt that you would have 
a surplus if you drank as 
much coffee as we do.” 

Neon signs in the airport 
here show that Brazilians al- 
ready have the idea. “Drink 
more coffee,”’ they advise.

U.S, ICEBREAKERS GOING} 
TO AID OF 7 MAROONED MEN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP) 
—The Navy reported yesterday 
that two United States icebreak- 
ers have interrupted scientific 
explorations in the Antarctic and 
are rushing to the aid of seven 
men marooned on an Argentine 
base more than 600 miles away. 
The icebreakers Glacier and 
Burton Island also will try to 
help the Argentine icebreaker 
General San Martin break loose 
from the heavy ice which has 
trapped it in the Antarctic area 
nearest to the tip of South Amer- 
ice. 

The Argentine icebreaker, try- 
ing to reach the marooned Ar- 
gentine expedition members on 
the Palmer peninsula, sent out a 
ca'l for help. The Navy said it 
was not known how long it will 
take the United States ships to 
reach the Argentine icebreaker 
or the marooned men because 
heavier-than-normal ice has been 
reported in the area.

TEL AVIV, Israel, Feb. 25

(Unconfirmed reports have been 
circulating in Western capitals 
for some time about Egyptian 
troop movements. The British 
Foreign Office said in London 
today that it is seeking infor- 
mation about the reported move- 
ments from its diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in the area.) 

The Gaza strip, a finger of 
territory 30 miles long and sev- 
en miles wide along the Mediter- 
ranean, was occupied by Israeli 
troops during the Suez campaign.

Sharp, parrying a reporter's 
questions about Communists in 
organized religion, replied that 
Communism was a threat every- 
where. 

He said Communists even tried 
to infiltrate the military. 

Sharp testified for two hours 
behind a closed door. 

It was disclosed yesterday that 
the manual was being revised to 
delete statements challenging the 
people’s ‘right to know’’ but is 
retaining a section linking Com- 
munism with some churches’ in 
the United States.

ALLIES TO URGE. 
A UNITED ‘FREE 
CITY OF BERLIN 


Summit Proposal to 
Differ From Soviet 
Plan by Taking In 
East Sector. 


LONDON, Feb. 25 (UPI) — 
The Western. Allies plan to make 
a summit proposal to the Rus- 
sians for a united “free city” of 
Berlin that would include both 
eastern and western sectors, 
authoritative sources said today. 


The sources reported the plan 
was among proposals being pre- 
pared by the Allies for presen- 
tation to the May 16 Paris sum- 
mit meeting with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev. 

The idea of a united free city 
of all Berlin counters the Soviet 
demand for creation of a free 
city of West Berlin alone. This 
would leave East Berlin as part 
of East Germany, 


Khrushchev has been demand- 
ing the latter solution for the 
past year. 


The Allied Berlin plan, still in 
its initial stages, requires fur- 
ther elaboration by the United 
States, British, French and West 
German experts now meeting in 
Washington, the sources said. 


In addition, the Allies plan to 
propose to the Russians a free 
plebiscite in East and West Ger- 
many to let the Germans them- 
selves decide whether they pre- 
fer the Allied or Soviet solution 
for their country as a whole. 


The Allies propose unification 
of Germany in freedom, which 
would allow the Germans to de- 
cide later whether they want to 
remain in the Western defense 
alliance. 

The Soviets want two separate 
peace treaties with the two Ger- 
mans, thus perpetuating the ga- 
tion’s partition, but offering a 
form of federation of the two 
parts to protect the Red regime 
in the eastern part.

LONDON, Feb. 25—A leading 
British space scientist appealed 
to the United States and Russia 
yesterday to guard against con- 
taminating other planets in their 
space exploration race. 

Prof. A. C. B. Lovell, director 
of the Jordrel] bank radio tele- 
scope, cautioned against the dan- 
ger of probes’ of such planets as 
Mars and Venus before adequate 
anti- contamination safeguards 
have been taken. He spoke be- 
fore the Royal Society of Arts. 

Lovell warned that unless the 
utmost care was taken space ye- 
hicles might contaminate the 
planets and their atmospheres 
with micro-molecules from the 
earth. He did not mention the 
United States or Russia but it 
was Clear that he meant them. 

He said such contamination 
“might destroy forever the 
validity of the biological inves- 
tigations, and might, indeed, di- 
vert or destroy the evolutionary 
process already at work in these 
domains.”

Army Corps of Engineers ac- 
knowledged today ‘“‘poor judg- 
ment and abuse of discretion’”’ in 
construction of a housing project 
at the Granite City (Ill.)

Wilson was present at a hear- 
ing conducted by the subcommit- 
tee this morning, but the hearing 
‘Was adjourned until tomorrow 
-before he was called as a wit- 
ness. 

Testify on High Costs. 

Today’s witnesses were four 
representatves of the General 
Accounting Office. The GAO 
complained last month that Con- 
gress placed a cost ceiling of 
$642,000 on certain phases of con- 
structing the 50-unit housing de- 
velopment but the cost was at 
Jeast $765,232. Total cost of the 
project, including utility services 
and other items not subject to 
cost limitation, amounted to 
$931,667. 

William A. Newman Jr., di- 
rector of the defense accounting 
and auditing division of GAO, 
raised two principal objections 
to the Granite City project in 
his testimony: The cost limita- 
tion placed on the project by 
Congress was exceeded by shift- 
ing about $250,000 of limited 
cost items to phases not subject 
to limitation, and the negotiated 
contract accepted by the Corps 
of Engineers was $19,418 higher 
than the lowest bid received in- 
itially.

Fitzhugh 
said tests so far have shown the 
two dyes, known as Red 9 and 
10, are highly toxic and cause 
blood damage to the animals. 


42,000 REFUGEES RETURN 


BUDAPEST (AP) (AP) — Hungary 
claims that 42,000 persons who 
fled this red-ruled country have 
returned here in the last two 
and one-half years. The report 
in the official Communist paper 
Nepszabadsag did not say when 
the refugees left, but presum- 
ably most dated from the 1956 
anti-Soviet revolt, when 170,000 
to 200,000 Hungarians fled to the

They turned silent and 
grim onto the four-lane avenue 
and marched in a group past the 
variety stores. The ranks 
swelled as they walked by with- 
out looking in at the closed 
counters where they had taken 
seats last Friday, Monday and 
Tuesday. 


Groups Separated. 
A large group of taunting 
white boys and girls approached | 
along the same sidewalk from 


groups were separated by police 
as they shoved past each other.

years old. 

The Briton was found guilty 
by a: French court in 1956 of | 
robbing Warner’s safe in a | 
Riviera. villa, and sentenced in 
&bséntia to four years in jail. 
“An attorney for the French 
government declared the theft 
occurred at a party at the villa 
which Miss Barbare Warner 


gave on Aug. 25, 1953. Her fa- 
ther was in Rome at the time. 


The French government lawyer, 
Michel Koenig, introduced in 
evidence a statement by Miss 
Warner which said in part: 

“About 9:30 p.m., before din- 
ner, Kim took my arm and led 
me aside. He said he needed| 
more than 100,000 francs to pay | 
his hote] bill and leave the Riv- 
iera. 

“He asked me if I knew where 
the key of my father’s safe was 
-and said that if I did not help 
him to find it he would tell my 
father about things that hap- 
pened the previous year. 

“Under this threat of black- 
mail we went to the first floor 
and in my presence he searched 
in my father’s bureau for the 
keys. I did not tell him where 
the keys were. I just stayed 
there. 

“He found the keys and he 
opened the cupboard the safe 
was in and then the safe.” 

In her statement read to the 


court, Miss Warner. did not 


elaborate on. her charge that 
Caborn-Waterfield threatened to’ 
tell her father “about things that 
happened the previous year.” 

Miss Warner’s statement said 
Caborn-Waterfield removed sev- 
eral bundles of 10,000-franc notes 
and they left the room. Later in 
the evening, the statement con- 
tinued, Caborn-Waterfield told an- 
other British guest, Robert Mac- 
kew, that there was still a lot of 
money in the safe. 

“At least. Barbara will say 
nothing,” Miss Warner. quoted 
Mackew. 

She said Caborn-Waterfield 
soon disappeared inside the villa 
again, was gone for 15 minutes 
and then left with Mackew. 

French authorities located Ca- 
born-Waterfield in Tangiers in 
June 1959, and tried to extradite 
him, but he left for England be- 
fore court proceedings could be 
completed. He was arrested by 
Scotland Yard in London last 
month. 

The extradition hearing’ was 
adjourned until March 9. Caborn- 
Waterfield was permitted to re- 
main at liberty until then on bail 
of $33,600.

To Lower Interest Rates 


It is gratifying to read that your 
editorials begin to question the wis- 
dom of maintaining high interest 
rates. But you are not quite cor- 
rect in asserting that ‘‘when interest 
rates are low the country is in a 
depression.’ In fact, one could cite 
periods when high prosperity was 
associated with very low rates and 
acute depression with very high 
rates. Clearly, historical examples 
do not- establish. anything. 


The real issue, as you point out, 
is whether high interest rates are 
a necessary price of relative price 
‘stability consistent with reasonable 
economic growth. This is by no 
means certain. In addition to steps 
already suggested such as abandon- 
ment of the “bills only” policy of 
the Federal Reserve, introduction 
.of an auction market for Treasury 
bonds and selective credit controls, 
two other approaches could profit- 
ably be explored. 

The tax structure can and should 
be adapted to anti-inflationary pol- 
icy. For example, Congress could 
give the President the power to 
modify the level of personal income- 
tax exemptions, within set limits, 
when inflation threatens. 

But the main reason for high in- 
terest rates paid on Treasury bords 
is the competition of the stock mar-’ 
kot, where the price-earnings ratio 
of some stocks currently discount 
“not only the future but the here- 
after” 

This being so, serious considera- 
tion should be given to the possibili- 
ty of issuing Treasury securities at 
low interest rates but with some 
sort of protection against rising 
prices built in.

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Doubts in an Answer 

Superintendent of Instruction Hickey makes 
two points in answer to critics who charge 
the School Board with endangering the tax 
and bond campaigns. by its failure to name a 
nonpolitical Building Commissioner before the 
crucial election March 22. Neither is likely to 
be particularly convincing to voters who think 
that actions speak louder than words, espe- 
cially so when the Board has given no sound 


reason for the very inaction that is causing 
all the doubt. 


Mr. ‘Hickey’s first point is that the Board 
has moved to change its rules to broaden his 
power over all departments and thereby cre- 
ate a semblance of the “unit control” or sin- 
gle-executive system of administration that 
is so sorely needed at 911 Locust street. Mr. 
Hickey promises that the same principles gov- 
erning the Instruction department will apply 
to all other school agencies, including the 
patronage-ridden Building department. 

No one will question Mr. Hickey’s statement 
of his intent. But whether the rules change 
will permit him to put it into effect depends 
in large measure on future decisions not by 
Mr. Hickey but by the Board. In effect the 
new rule would require all departments to 
channel their communications to the Board 
through the Superintendent’s office, which 
is fine; the Superintendent would either ap- 
prove or disapprove departmental proposals, 
but in any case would have to pass them on 
to the Board for final decision. 

If the “unit control” principle is to be ef- 
fective, the Board will have to adopt the gen- 
eral practice of accepting the Superintendent’s 
recommendation in cases of conflict with other 
departments, Unless it can show sufficient 
reason for acting otherwise. But will it? How 
will the Board react the first time Mr. Hickey 
wants to cut a little fat out of the Building 
department? 

Mr. Hickey’s second point is his personal con- 
viction that the Board eventually will appoint 
a competent administrator to the Building 
Commissioner’s office now held on an “acting” 
besis by Harold E.. Dessau, the first occunant 
of that post in some time to put sownd busi- 
ness practices ahesd of spoilsmanshin. 

We hope Mr. Hickey is right. But the 
Board last month declined an opportunity to 
take that very step; nor has it offered any 
explanation of its inactivity. No wonder 
critics assert that the Board intends to dump 
Mr. Dessau for a ward politician as soon after 
the election as it decently can. And no won- 
der there are suggestions that broad new 
powers for the Superintendent are mere win- 
dow dressing for the tax election. 

The simple way for the Board to resolve 
these doubts is to move at once to name Mr. 
Dessau to a full four-year term as Building 
Commissioner. Judging by his record, he 
would run the department on the business- 
like basis that taxwayers have every reason 
to demand, and with due revard for the nen- 
political principles that Mr. Hickey under the 
new rules would be seeking to impose. 

If the Board fails to take effective action 
before the election to assure reform of the 
Building department, it will have only itself 
to blame if the tax increase fails. Superin- 
tendent Hickey’s credit is good, but a great 
many voters are not going to cash his check 
unless it is indorsed by the Board with more 

than words. 


The Dean Takes Over 


Can Dean Orlando W. Wilson clean up the 
Chicago police department? The country will 
await.the answer to that question with con- 
cern. The head of the University of Califor- 
nia criminology department, who went to Chi- 
cago to help pick a new police commissioner 
and stayed to take on the job himself, is an 
outstanding student of law enforcement. As 
one-time police chief at Wichita, Kan., and at 
Fullerton, Cal., he is experienced in practice 
as well as in theory. 

But the toughest part of the job at Chicago 
will be to break the department loose from 
political domination and keep it that way. Two 
candidates for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor of Illinois, Stephen A. Mitchell and 
Joseph D. Lohman, say Mayor Daley should 
resign either the mayoralty or the chairman- 
ship of the Cook County Democratic Central 
Committee. But George E. Mahin, executive 
director of the Better Government Association, 
thinks the matter goes far beyond the mayor. 
He looks first to the Democratic ward com- 
mitteemen “who use their positions to domi- 
nate police in their wards;” then to. aldermen 
whom committeemen control; and beyond that 
to judges of the municipal, circuit and superi- 
or courts “who have leaned over backwards 
time after time to free criminals on technicali- 
ties of the law.” | | 

We suspect it is these cogs in the Demo- 
cratic machine in Chicago, and not the mayor, 
that Dean Wilson will have to worry about. 
Mayor Daley may want a clean police depart- 
ment quite sincerely. But do the committee- 
men, the aldermen and the judges want it? “ 

That is one of the questions Dean Wilson is 

going to have to answer for himseJf on the 
way to answering the ultimate question of 
integrity for the Chicago police department. 
The task he is undertaking is one of large 
dimensions. The fact that he is willing to 
tackle it is, even more than his scholarship 
and his experience, a good augury. 


Latin American Trade Pact 


The foreign ministers of seven Latin Ameri- 
can countries—Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Mexi- 
co, Paraguay, Peru and Uruguay—lest week 
signed a common market treaty. Other na- 
tions may join. So it is hoped that the agree- 
ment will create a free trade zone embracing 
the entire area within a dozen years. 

The treaty, which goes into effect as soon 
as it is adopted by three countries, is not as 
sweeping as the European common market. 
Tariff reductions will be slower and more 
selective. Agricultural products are exempted. 
And modifications may be made at annual 
meetings of the group. Eventually, however, 
it is expected to cover 75 per cent of the 
trade between the signatories. It will affect 
140,000,000 people. 

Latin America, of course, is not as indus- 
trialized as Europe or the United States. It 
is primarily a producer of raw materials and 
foodstuffs. As a result, the trade between 
the Latin American countries is not as great 
as their trade with Europe and North. Ameri- 
ca, Furthermore, the area lacks the capital 
necessary for rapid industrialization. 

The agteement, nevertheless, will remove 
artificial barriers to development. Its draft- 
ing was encouraged by the United States, 
and American loans could help in the realiza- 
tion of its aims: greater production and a 


higher standard of living. President Eisen- 
hower is bound to hear much about the agree- 
ment on his current tour, yet Latin American 
rp Be me must rest less on Government 
ai ; “ie on investment of American private 
capital. ' 


Opportunity for the Nationalists 
For a little more than 10 years Generalissi- 
mo Chiang Kai-shek has lost no opportunity to 
rekindle the confidence of his followers on 
Formosa that they would some day soon re- 
conquer the mainland of China. Although 
realistic Chinese Nationalists have long since 
ceased to believe in the possibility, Chiang 
has felt it necessary for morale reasons re- 


peatedly to pledge an emigration across the 
Formosa strait. 


Heretofore Chiang has publicly appeared 
unshaken in his faith that he would eventually 
lead his Formosan army to victory on the 
mainland, but his message to the third séssion 
of the National Assembly has a defeatist note. 
The convoking of the Assembly, he said, 
marked “the beginning of a historic, sacred 
and solemn prelude to our task of national 
recovery through a counter-offensive.” Seldom 
if ever has Chiang put victory so far dway as 
when he placed the Nationalists at the begin- 
ning of a prelude. : 

About 1400 Nationalist leaders are attend- 
ing the session of the Assembly, which nomi- 
nally exercises supreme power in the Govern- 
ment. The Assembly’s main task is to elect 
a president. Chiang has served two terms and 
cannot constitutionally be re-elected. So the 
Assembly will have to devise a way of out- 
flanking the constitution, as there is no ex- 
pectation that anyone else might be chosen. 


Although the Formosa regime is known as 
the Republic of China it is in fact a totalitarian 
government sustained by Chiang’s influence 
in the United States. If the Assembly were 
independent and foresighted, it would take 
the opportunity to review Formosa’s position 
in the world and debate the many constructive 
proposals for compromising and stabilizing 
the situation in the Formosa Strait area. 


Junk and a Fire: Three Dead 


It seems a fair assumption that if the build- 
ing at 10610 North Sixth street had been 
properly inspected the lives of three firemen 
would not have been lost. Records show that 
the three-story building was checked by the 
Fire Marshal in November, 1957, and a report 
referred to the city building inspection de- 
partment. It noted that there was no occu- 
pancy permit for the upper floors, which were 
being used for “warehousing junk and other 
materials.” 

According to Director of Public Safety Jo- 
seph P. Sestric, building inspectors made re- 
peated efforts over a period of seven months 
to get into the locked upper floors. They 
were unable to get in or even to find the sal- 
vage dealer who had rented the space. 

For nearly two years nothing more was 
done about the mystery until it erupted Mon- 
day night in the form of a disastrous fire in 
which brave men were killed and injured. 

Somewhere along the line the inspection 
system broke down. Mr. Sestric tacitly ad- 
mits this with his announcement that fire 
captains hereafter will do the inspecting. Cer- 
tainly conscience demands action including 
new legislation if necessary, to guard against 
any similar tragedy. . 


New Monkeyshines in Tennessee 


After a long series of petty harassments 

at the hands of Tennessee and Grundy county 
officials, Highlander Folk School’s charter has 
been revoked by Circuit Judge C. C. Chattin. 
The institution has been ordered placed under 
receivership. 
* Throughout the 28 years Highlander has 
lived and worked for adult education in the 
mountains near Monteagle, it has been per- 
secuted by racists, labor-baiters, witch-hunters 
and lunatic-fringers generally. In the present 
attack the Tennessee Attorney General’s of- 
fice has stooped to prosecuting the school for 
violating segregation “laws” which are plain- 
ly as valid as a three-dollar bill. Other charges 
of varying degrees of implausibility have been 
brought and Highlander means to appeal the 
case all the way to the United States Supreme 
Court. . ae. 

Meanwhile, voices that carry weight are 
being raised in defense of the school. A state- 
ment signed by more than 80 leading citizens 
of the United States affirms “the right of the 
school to exist and to do its educational work 
without recurrent intimidation and conse- 
quent necessity to struggle for survival.”

Golden, Eleanor Roosevelt, Roger Baldwin, 
Stringfellow Barr, Frank Porter Graham and 
Harry S. Ashmore and many more. We agree. 

We express, furthermore, the hope that 
those who are persecuting the school under 
color of the law will eventually wake up to 
the fact. that what they are doing is only 
convincing other people that the state where 
the monkey trial occurred is as dead-set on 
looking foolish now as it was then. 


Kennedy and Bowles 


The decision of Chester Bowles to serve 
as campaign foreign policy adviser to Senator 
Kennedy forecasts an association that can 
be politically useful to both men. If Mr. Ken- 
hedy obtains the Democratic presidential 
nomination Mr. Bowles, former ambassador 
to India, will be of great help to him during 
the campaign. If Mr. Kennedy should be 
elected, Mr. Bowles could expect to become 
Secretary of State, and he would-be well- 
suited to that post.

A British View of Our Missile Gap 


Double Danger Lies in Administration’s Calm Attitude Toward Vulnerable Defenses

The Administration makes no bones 
of the fact that for the next three years 
the Soviet Union will have a lead in 
inter-continental ballistic missiles. 

A year ago the then Secretary of 
Defense, Mr. McElroy, put this superi- 
ority as likely to be three to one in 
1961 (unofficially translated as 200 to 
600 in 1963), but this year it has been 
called ‘‘a moderate numerical superi- 
ority’’ by his successor, Mr,.Gates. 

Quite apart from the President’s 
eccentric belief in the overriding im-

10 years in the United States, could 
draw permanently ahead of its coun- 
ter-balancing partner in the domination 
of the modern world. 

The danger is that the side with the 
most vulnerable weapons system, i.e., 
the United States, is logically most like- 
ly to strike first in a period of high 
tension—such as that created, for in- 
stance, by the Hungarian revolution— 
since these weapons would not survive 
a first strike by the other side. 

In the desperately compressed time 
scale created by the missile age, if a 
Government concludes that it is about 
to be struck, it will in turn strike first. 


Consequently, it is difficult to evade 


the conclusion that the present Amer- 


ican program takes too little account 
of the factors needed to insure the 
stability of the strategic balance of 
power in the missile age, and that the 
Administration’s calm attitude towards 
the vulnerability of its own defenses 
could create the appearance of ag- 
gressive intent, rather than the re- 
verse. 

To my mind there are two lines of 
advance that could do most ¢o restore 
the stability of the balance without 
jeopardizing negotiations. 

The first would be to place the whole 
missile and space program under ef- 
fective central leadership instead of 
the present rank growth of overlapping 
agencies, thus demonstrating that 
America has not lost to Russia the 
advantage of her traditional skill in 
managerial technique. 

The second step would be to 
strengthen the steadily weakening con- 
ventional capability of the American 
forces.. 

This would diminish any chance that 
the superiority of either side at the 
highest level of nuclear missile power 
would be put to the test during the 
touchy years immediately ahead.

The United States became the 
thirty-second nation to sign the 
agreement when the Senate 
voted 76 to 14 in favor of it 
after only brief debate.

The agreement, which was 
adopted unanimously by the 
general conference of the United

‘Winter Olympics-- 
Poetry in Motion. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25. 
APART FROM those rather painful opening ceremonies, 
the Winter Olympics have been a smashing television show. 
I watched the fancy skating pairs, especially the breath- 
taking Canadian couple who won the event, Barbara Wagner 
aici me and Bob Paul, trying val- 
iantly but unsuccessfully 
to fight down the impulse 
to write something about 
poetry in motion, So ‘here 
I go. Poetry in motion it 
certainly was. 

I watched the men’s 
giant slalom for hours with 
mounting admiration, not 
only for the skiers but for 
the cameramen. Paul Lev- 
itan, the producer of the 
show, has pointed out that 
this is one of the longest 
events ever continuously 
televised. “Even on film, 
this is usually edited and a 
camera loses the skier and 
waits-until another camera 
picks him up. We'll have 
six cameras along the 
mountain and we intend to 
have the skier on camera 
from the time he leaves until he reaches the finish line.” 
Actually; there was one dip where the skier was lost to view 
for a few seconds; otherwise, though, this was accomplished 
so smoothly that you were not aware of the change of 
cameras. 


4 Squaw Valley is a mighty photogenic spot and 
there are some great shots of the valley and the 
snow-covered peaks, especially one great camera angle 
of skiers going up the chair-lift. The camera work 
keeping the figure skaters in some sort of perspec- 
tive during those high-speed leaps and spins was 
miraculous. 


Walter Cronkite is acting as anchor man in a team of 
CBS commentators with practiced assurance. (The cold seems 
to be scrambling his wits a little, though. I’ve heard him 
call skaters skiers and seconds minutes, several times.) 
The CBS commentators, Bud Palmer, mostly, called in form- 
er Olympic champions like Andrea Meade Lawrence, the 
skier, and Dick Button, the figure skating champion, to help 
out in explaining the technical aspects of the sports. This 
was educational. (Mrs. Lawrence, an unsmiling young woman, 
takes skiing a shade more seriously than anything short of 
death and taxes ought to be taken, but she sure knows her 
subject.) 


Thé broadcast, first Winter Olympics to be broadcast in 
this. country (four years ago the games were broadcast 
from Gortina by Eurovision), are about half live, half tape, 
since they are spread out all day. To get an 8 a.m: event 
on tape, the crew gets up at 4 a.m. In case you haven't 
caught any of it yet, some of the most spectacular evehts 
will be the men’s free figure skating finals tomorrow, the 
hockey game between Russia and the United States on 
Saturday (which for competitive excitement ought to top 
"em all), and the men’s 80-meter ski jump on Sunday, the 
closing day of the games.

The opening ceremonies were really dull. Cron- 
kite pointed out that it was snowing. Mr. Nixon said 
hello. Two thousand doves flew home. Andrea Meade 
Lawrence skied down a hill with the Olympic torch 
lit in Norway. A cameraman fell down, easily the 
highlight of the half hour. But after that things 


picked up. I just wish there weren't quite so many 
commercials, 


“I think this really is an educational program,” says 
Vern Diamond, the co-ordinating director. “We're covering 
many events that haven’t been seen before. In 1952 | helped 
televise the first political conventions and at’ first nobody 
cared about those. But then pedple got interested because 
it was a slice of Americana they’d never seen before. We 
hope the same thing happens with the Winter Olympics.”

Swollen Lymph Glands 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

' “WOULD YOU COMMENT on-swollen lymph glands in 
the neck?—A. B.” ! 

The blood stream carries nutrition to the body cells, and 
carries away waste and infection. What happens to infected 
material? The lymphatic system filters it. 

Lymph nodes (or lymph glands) are in many parts of the 
body, the neck, armpits, groin, above the elbow, within the 
abdomen, at the root of the lungs. 


Germs are carried to these nodes, and special cells 
usually destroy them. Ordinarily the nodes are small. 
When they become very active, they enlarge—the ‘ 
commonest example probably is the swelling of glands 
in the neck from chronic tonsillitis, or swollen nodes in 
the armpit due to infection in the hand, arm or fingers. 
In children, infected tonsils or teeth are commonest 
causes, 


As the infection subsides, the lymph nodes go down in 
size, often become so small they cannot be felt. Again, how- 
ever, repeated bouts of infection may leave the nodes per- 
manently enlarged so they can be felt, although the soreness 
disappears. a 

That is the principal answer to swollen lymph glands, and 
may range from minor to major importance, depending on 
the underlying cause. German measles, a trivial matter except 
in early pregnancy, enlarges nodes in the back of the neck. But 
enlarged glands also occur from such serious diseases as 
tuberculosis and other generalized infections. 


The other category of enlarged glands involves diseases © 
which attach to the lymph nodes themselves, Hodgkins dis- 


ease, leukemia, lymphoma. Or the presence of cancer near the 
node, as an enlarged node in the armpit resulting from cancer 
of the breast.

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‘Steve Canyon’s’ Creator Takes Drawing Board | 
Along to Keep on Schedule Even When He Travels; 
After 30 Years He’s Still Happy With His Job

‘ MILTON CANIFF, a tall, well- 
set-up man of middle age with 
friendly blue eyes and a relaxed 
manner, was sitting in his St. 
Louis hotel room hunched over 
a makeshift drawing board. 

He. was at work on some se- 
quences of his famous comic 
strip, “Steve Canyon,”’ sequences 
which you will see in the Post- 
Dispatch in about two weeks. 

The characters had _ been 
roughed in with pencil, and he 
was in the process of creating 
the finished product with pen 
and brush. The drawing- board, 


‘ which seemed a little inadequate 


for one of the world’s best comic 
strip artists, was really nothing 
but a section of an old corrugat- 
ed cardboard box, held together 
with some Scotch tape. 

“It’s good enough,” he ex- 
plained, “and it fits into my 
suitcase.” 

Caniff draws wherever he 
goes. He has to, he explained, 
to keep up with his schedule. He 
spends three days a week on the 
six daily strips, which he refers 
to as “the week’s wash,” and 
then two days on the Sunday 
page. 

There are certain standard 
questions which people always 
ask a comic strip artist, and one 
of them is, “How far do you 
keep ahead?” In Caniff’s case it 
is always about two weeks, 
which means, considering the 
amount of research he does and 
the attention to detail he gives 
his drawings (he has been re- 
ferred to as the Daumier of the 
comics) that he can’t let up, 
even for a day. 

“When I’m on the road,” he 
said, “I get up early and try to 
get as much done as I can be- 
fore I go out and make televi- 
sion and radio appearances, at- 
tend luncheons and talk to art 
students.” 

Another remark people always 
make to comic strip artists, 
Caniff recalled, is; “You know, I 
can’t draw a straight line.” This 
seems to Caniff a particularly 
inane thing to say because, as 
he explains, to draw a straight 
line is one of the hardest things 
in the world to do. “In fact,” he 
says, “nobody can draw a 
straight line.” 

Then the third thing most peo- 
ple ask him regarding his comic 
strip characters is, ‘Is there 
really such a person?” The 
answer, in nearly every case, 
is yes. 

“Nearly every character I 
have ever created,” he said, 


I knew, or maybe a composite 
of several persons. That is,’’ he 
laughed, “with the exception of 
the bad guys or villains. I have 
to be very careful there, be- 
cause nobody wants to be identi- 
fied with the villain. 


“T’ve often wondered,” he 
mtused as he worked on a draw- 
ing of the jut-jawed hero of the 
strip, “‘why people are so con- 
cerned about how far ahead a 
comic strip artist works. I sup- 
pose,” he decided, “‘it’s because 
they know it wasn’t done last 
night at the newspaper office, 
and they just wonder how long 
ago the artist dic do it. Thore’s 
something rather esoteric about 
this whcle business. They won- 
der about anyone who makes his 
living this way.” 


In one respect, Caniff is al- 
ways about six months ahead. 
Before he starts a sequence, 
or plot, he first maps out the 
story. This involves not only 
a lot of thinking and writing 
but considerable research. 
“While we’re working on this 
year’s stories, we’re thinking 
about next year’s,” he ex- 
plained, “I’m going fro 1 St. 
Louis to Dayton, 0., to visit 
the Air Force Museum to see 


what’s new and what I can . 


pick up in the way of ideas. 
“You see, I have to either 
be ahead of the Air Force or 
behind them. I have to be far 
behind what they’re doing so 
that it’s common knowledge, 
or so far anead of them that 
it’s a Buck Rogers sort of 
thing. If I’m right with them, 
the FBI comes around and 
says, ‘Hey, how’d you find 
out about this?’ ”’ | 


As an example of being ahead, 
Caniff once had a plane equipped 
with televison as a radar spot- 
ter. Later the Air Force came 
out with a similar plane. “I 
check with the aircraft manu- 
facturers constantly to see 
what’s going on,” he explained, 
“and to find out if some of the 
things I visualize are physi- 
cally possible.” 

Although Caniff has long been 
recognized as one of the most 
exhaustive researches in the 
business, occasionally he goofs. 
When he does he never hears 
the end of it, chiefly because of 
his reputation. 

“I had a submarine sequence,” 
he recalled with wry amuse- 
ment, “in which an ice-bréaking 
sub came up through the ice. 
The commander needed more 
speed and power to completely 
break the ice, so he gave the

“was inspired by some person order: ‘one quarter speed ahead.’ 
Man, the Navy boys jumped 


right down my throat. Number 
one, they pointed out, the com- 
mander will specify first which 
engine. Number two, he would 
state ahead or reverse right 
after the number of the engine. 
And number three, there is no 
one quarter speed in the Navy 
lexicon. 


“I got a letter, I think, from 
every man in the Navy. ‘You 
may know airplanes,’ they wrote, 
‘but you don’t know the Navy.’

If I had been home 
I'd have checked it out. But you 
don’t find a Naval Guide along- 
side the Gideon Bible. 


“But then, I love the by-pley 
with the technical types. It 
keeps me on my toes. They 
read it just to catch me. At the 
same time I’m catching them. 
The story lures them in and 
they become readers of Steve 
Canyon.” 


The thought made him smile, 
something he does easily aiid 
often. Caniff is an example of 
that rare individual, a man who 
is completely happy in his work 
and who, after some 30 years 
of it, has never been bored. 


“T still like to draw, and I 
can’t imagine myself be 
happy at anything else.” Caniff 
will draw things for people at 
the drop of a hat. He knocked 


out a huge drawing of Miss Miz- 


zou, one of his more famous 
females, to hang on the wall of 
the new Press Club here, and he 
offered to draw Bill Mauldin’s 
editorial page cartoon when he 
found out Bill was home for the 

“Like everything else,” he 
said, “it’s work, and sometimes 
that big piece of blank white 
paper can be terrifying, but 
every story is different and 
every panel is a challenge. 

“Of course if I drew one of the 
strips where the characters are 
always doing just about the same 
things, it might get boring, But 


. I keep’ Steve doing different 


things in different places, so it’s 
just like a change of scenery fo 
me, too.” :

of his school books. He drew 
pictures for his high school 
paper and he earned some 
money while still in high school 
by penning pictures for the Day- 
ton (O.) Journal’s school and 
children’s pages. 

On a vacation in Florida he 
got a summer’s work with the 
Miami News while still in his 
teens. He also got phlebitis from 
a mosquito bite, which later 
made him 4F. 

He graduated from Ohio State 
University in 1930, married his 
boyhood sweetheart shortly 
after. 

His first steady job was artist- 
of-all-jobs with the Columbus 
(O.) Dispatch, alma mater of 
James Thurber and John Mc- 
Nulty. But when the depression 
deepened, he lost his job. He 
took his wife to New York when 
he got a $60-a-week job in the 
art department of the Associated 
Press. 


“They warned me we couldn’t 
live in New York on $60 a 
week,” he grinned, “‘but they 
didn’t warn me enough.” 

At the AP he did everything 
from making layouts and illus- 
trating feature articles to block- 
ing out crossword puzzles. 


Also working in what they re- 
ferred to as “the artists’ bull- 
pen” was another young artist 
named Al Capp. When the AP 
fired Capp, they let Caniff try 
his hand at a panel. Capp was 
drawing called ‘‘Mr. Gilfeather.”’ 
Milton never knew, and still 
doesn’t know, how many papers 
used ‘‘Mr, Gilfeather.” It wasn’t 
inspiring work, 

But the AP gave him his first 
break when they let him start his 
own strip. It was called ‘‘Dickie 
Dare” and it dealt with the ad- 
ventures of a little boy who 
joined Robin Hood’s band. The 

. strip caught the eye, one day in 
1934, of Capt. Joseph Medill Pat- 
terson, publisher of the New 
York Daily News. Patterson 
wanted a thrill strip with a Far 
East background. He talked over 
his ideas with Caniff and the 
result was “‘Terry and the Pi- 
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become one of the most popular 
strips. 

Caniff has the distinction of 
being the only man in cartoon 
history deliberately to abandon 
a hit strip and create another 
one. People still ask him why. 
The reason is simple, he tells 
them. ‘I didn’t own Terry. I was 
just working for a syndicate. I 
own Steve Canyon.” 


Caniff was making $70,000 a 
year when he abandoned 
Terry, a move which would 
give most men cause to pon- 
der. Marshall Field had of- 
fered him a five-year contract 
at $2000 a week to create a 
new strip for the Chicago Sun 
Syndicate (now the Sun-Times 
Syndicate) and Caniff conlid 
own the copyright.

Measure cold water with a reg- 
ular coffee cup into the heating 
vessel and insert the thermome- 
ter. Wet the inside of the fun- 
nel and put a four-inch square 
of cotton in it. The funnel is 
placed above the warm receiv- 
ing vessel to filter into it. 


Now measure the coffee into 
the grinder. He recommends 
two full tablespoons to a five- 
ounce cup. When the water gets 
to about 140 degrees, start grind- 
ing the coffee. At 185 degrees, 
take the water off.the burner 
and dump in the coffee. Stir it 
until it wets down. Watch the 
time and stir it for only 30 sec- 
onds. Hold the strainer above 
the funnel and pour the coffee 
through the double filter into the 
receiving vessel. Most of the 
grounds are caught by the strain- 
er, the rest by the cotton. 

There you are. Anyone who 
wants to get up an hour or so 
earlier. every morning can start 
the day with a perfect cup of 
coffee. No” wonder we have in- 
stant coffee.

YOU MAY NOT THINK 
there’s much connection be- 
tween coffee and stew, but in a 
way there is. A stew, too, is a 
work of art, and a good stew is 
as hard to come by as a good 
cup of coffee. 

In the first place, a_ well 
made stew is not an accident. 
It’s a precision job. Birdie the 
Bride may think that all you 
have to do to come up with a 
stew is toss meat and vegetables 
into a pot and let them cook, 
but nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

Just this morning we got a 
letter from a reader who wants 
to know how to make just a 
plain. old beef stew. ‘Most 
people,” he wrote, “are under 
the impression it’s something 
you can make by ear. I’ve tried 
and failed. I want to know how 
to make just a plain, honeSt-to- 
goodness old beef stew.” 

Bend an ear: First get some 
good lean stew beef and cut it 
in inch and a half cubes. Toss

them in a heavy skillet with a 


tight lid and let them brown - 


in a tablespoon of beef fat 
(rendered kidney suet if you can 
get it) for each pound of meat. 

When the meat is well seared, 
sprinkle it with a little sugar— 
about half a teaspoon per pound 
of meat—and go on browning it 
until the meat is well darkened. 
Shake the skillet frequently to 
keep it from sticking. 


Now dust the meat lightly- 


with flour—about a teaspoon to 
a pound — and let the flour 
brown, At this point, if you're 
so inclined, you can add such _ 
seasonings as chili powder, 
ginger or powdered caraway 
seeds. This is strictly optional. 
Most people like just salt and 


pepper. 

Then for each pound of meat 
add one peeled, quartered to- 
mato, one green pepper which 
has been cleaned and coarsely 
cut up, one half cup of meat 
stock, a half a bay leaf and a 
pinch of thyme. Test it for sea- 


small white onions. 


THERE ARE DOZENS of 
stews, but only a few are 
classics. One of them is the veal 
stew, like this: 

Trim and cut up two and a 
half pounds of veal into small 
cubes. Put them in a pan with 
cold water to cover, bring to 4 


You can make your bouquet to 
suit yourself. For instance, if 
you don’t like bay leaf, leave it 
out. 

Let the stew simmer, covered, 
for an hour and three quarters. 
Skim it now and then. In the 
meantime, stew 15 small onions 
in a tablespoon of butter and a 
little water until they’re trans- 
luscent. In another pan, saute 
eight large sliced mushrooms in 
a tablespoon of butter and the 
juice of half a lemon. 

:Make a sauce by blending two 
tablespoons of butter with two 
tablespoons of flour, adding the 
mushroom liquid and about two 
cups of veal broth. Stir as it 
cooks until smooth. Take the 
meat out of the pan. Beat two 
egg yolks with a fourth cup of 
milk and season it with salt, 
pepper and.a little nutmeg. Into 
this stir some of the hof sauce. 
Then add it all .to the rest of 
the veal stock in the pan. Stir it 
constantly over a low heat, but 
don’t let it boil. Add half:a 
teaspoon of lemon juice, then 
the meat and the mushrooms. 
Serve it in a heated shallow 
dish and surround it with the 
boiled onions. You can also 
serve plenty of hot buttered 
noodles.
